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1 . Claims 1 -8 are allowed. 

The prior art of record, including Tarsa et al. (US Patent No.: 7,005,679 B2), 
Marshall et al. (US Patent No.: 6,513,949 B1) and Chen et al. (US Patent No.: 
6,841 ,804 B1 ) does not show or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed. 
Specifically, the prior art of record does not disclose a white light LED assembly 
comprising at least two kinds of light-emitting units selected from a group consisting of: 

a first white light-emitting unit composed of red, green and blue LEDS as 

recited in Claim 1; 

a second white light-emitting unit composed of a blue and 
yellowish-green LEDS as recited in Claim 1; 
a third white light-emitting unit composed of a blue LED and yellow 
phosphor as recited in Claim 1 ; and 

a forth white light-emitting unit composed of ultraviolet (UV) LED and red, 

green and blue phosphors as recited in Claim 1. 
The above-indicated combination, including a white light LED assembly 
comprising at least two kinds of the above-indicated white light units, makes this 
invention unique. 

Note: Each of the above indicated white light-emitting units is composed (similar 
to the preamble "consisting") of definite types of LEDs or typical combination of LED(s) 
and phosphor 
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Tarsa et al. ('670 B2) discloses white light LED assembly comprising different 
combinations of light-emitting units including UV LEDs, red LEDs, green LEDs, blue 
LEDs and laser LEDs. However, non of the combinations employed by Tarsa et al ('670 
B2) meets combinations claimed by the applicant. Thus, Neither combined nor 
individual teaching of Tarsa et al. ('679 B2), Marshall et al. ('949 B1 ) and Chen et al. 
('804 B1) discloses a white light LED assembly meeting the limitations of the 
independent claim 1 . 

Therefore, the independent Claim 1 is allowed over prior art. 

Claims 2-8 are necessarily allowed because of its dependency on the allowed 
base Claim 1.
